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ARCHEOLOGY. 


During the past year there have been no very important dis- 
«overies of archxological objects of interest in the County. The chief 
one in the Town is the discovery of the base of a Tower, connected 
with the Town Walls, near St, Austin’s Court. It is circular in shape, 
and constructed of red sandstone. Ag a special report of this will be 
given to the Club, I will say no more about it now. 


The historic mansion called ‘‘ Thorne’s Hall,” in Castle Street, 
thas recently been purchased by the Shr ewsbury Industrial Co-operative 
Society, who are erecting modern premises on the site, Mr. Forrest 
has written an interesting paper on this old house, which with six 
illustrations will be published in the next Part of the local Archreological 
Society’s Tvansactions, : 


The Museum at Ellesmere has been enriched by the addition 
of a bronze leaf-shaped sword, about eighteen inches m length, which 
was given by the executors of the late Mr, Charles Moore. It is of the 
late bronze age, and probably more than 900 years old, It was dug 
up some years ago at Vale Hill, Tetchill, in the parish of Ellesmere. 
A bronze celt of about the same period, which was found on the Glebe 
Farm at Hordley, was presented to the Museum at the same time. 


The authorities at Ellesmere are anxious to ascertain the present 
whereabouts of a bronze shield discovered at Bagley near Ellesmere 
in 1860, which was exhibited to the Society of Antiquaries in 1873, 
It belonged to the late Mr. J. T. Provis of EMesmere, who removed 
to Shrewsbury ; but since his death it is not known what has become 
-of it, 


Six roundels of old English glass, dating from the fifteenth 
century, and long preserved in a farmhouse at Pulley, have been given 
by Mr. G. E. Kinnersley to the Shrewsbury Museum, where they are 
now set up in a window in the Antiquities Room, Four. of these 
roundels represent certain months; one is heraldic; and the sixth 
has the single word “lady.’”? Dr, Moriarty has written an explanatory 
note on these roundels; and he has also contributed to the Arche- 
ological Transactions a paper which throws much new light on the 
medizval glass in St. Mary’s Church. 


I understand that the Hut Circles on Abdon Burf are fast 
disappearing, as the rock is being quarried for stone. 


i regret to say that the old Shrewsbury School Tithe Barn at 
Bicton Heath, which belonged to the School until the Tithe Commuta- 
tion Act of 1832, is being destroyed at the present time. It is being 
broken up for firewood, by the present owner, who recently bought 
it aan the adjoining cottage from the Whitehurst family.

TOWN WALLS COMMITTEE REPORT. 


An interesting discovery was made at St. Austin’s Friars. 
When Messts. Morris & Co.’s workmen were lowering the surface of 
the ground for a new bakery they found that the corner of a cottage 
was built on the foundation of a round tower, As the ground will be 
permanently lowered some three feet, this foundation will remain 
visible, the new building being about nine feet distant. 


Assuming this to be the base of a round tower, it would only 
have an external diameter of about nine feet, Although on the right 
hand the curve of the tower is continued under the cottage, on the 
left there is no-sign of this, as the wall-is tangent to the curve without 
any signs of disturbance. 


As Speed’s map shows a gate flanked with towers from St. 
Austin’s Friars, this is probably the base of one of the towers, most 
likely the left-hand one looking from the river, as about ten feet to 
the right a mass of masonry has been disturbed by the alterations and. 
which might have been the foundation of the other tower. 


A further discovery of the Town Wall from the tower in question 
to the old Welsh Bridge has been made by the pulling down of some 
houses in Bridge Street, adjoining St, Chad’s Schools.

Owing to the very unusual summer, with a record absence of 
rain throughout its course, field work came to an end earlier than 
usual, hetice our catalogue is not very extended, so far as the past 
year’s gatherings are concerned. It has been discovered, however, 
that some records made by Messrs. Allen and Potts some little while 
aga in the Shirlet district had never yet been published, and these 
are now included below. Mr. G. Potts also sends a few notices from 
District VI. which are interesting, and the Rev. O. M. Feilden from IT. 
Mr. J. B. Duncan, thongh now residing in Warwickshire, has kindly 
forwarded one or two Moss and Hepatic records, and Mr, W. B, Allen 
a very full list of rare Mycological finds, of which one or two seem new 
to the County, if not to Great Britain. 


It is with much regret we have to announce the death of Mr. 
Richard F. Lingen Burton, of Longner Hall, a keen Botanist and 
Entomologist, who has often aided much in our researches, particularly 
atnongst the native Orchids, many of which he took delight in culti- 
vating. After an illness of some duration, he passed away on January 
Sth, 1922, in his fifty-eighth year. 


Also we deplore the death of Mr. William Whitwell, at the 
advanced age of eighty-four years, whose notes on Montgomeryshire 
and Salopian plants have in the past materially assisted the County

V. The following very interesting account of the distribu~ 
tion of the Wild Balsam, in its earliest recorded 
habitat, is given by the late Mr. William Whitwell, 
who died January, 1921, aged 84, and who at one 
time paid particular attention to the Floras of Shrop- 
shire and Montgomery. He begins by quoting from 
Turner and Dillwyn’s Botanist’s Guide (1805) :— 
“ Banks of the R. Camlet, at Morrington, in the parish 
of Chirbury, 5 miles from Montgomery, coll. Bingley.’” 
Evidently Morrington is a misprint for Marrington, 
which is in Shropshire, not (as thought by T. &. D.) 
in Montgomery. They, however, add another locality 
for the latter county, ‘ Gwern Dee, within a mile of 
the town Montgomery. Merrett coll.” 
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Mr. Whitwell adds (vide Journ. Bot., 1895, pp. 117 
and 376), that Miss E. Jones re-found the Impatiens 
at Wern-du Farm near Churchstoke, this being 
probably the ‘ Gwern Dee,” station—the only dis- 
crepancy being that the station is four, instead of only 
one mile from the county town—while it is but two 
miles from Marrington Dingle, from whence we have 
yeaa the plant in Bave Facts (1913 and 1914).

FUNGI. | 


The autumn of 1921, following such an abnormally hot summer,. 
was naturally most unfavourable for Fungi. Most of the very common 
fleshy Agarics were entirely absent, and pasture, species especially so. 
Some fields in the neighbourhood of Benthall, which last year were 
covered with literally hundreds of Hygrophori, did not produce a single 
species this autumn, . 


I again had the pleasure of a visit from the Rev, Dr. Paul, and 
together we made many excursions to woods in the district, finding 
several small things of such an uncommon nature that unfortunately 
they could not be named definitely for inclusion in our records. Our’ 
day to Wyre Forest, where we joined the foray of the British Mycological 
Society (who met at Worcester), was not at all productive. Our best 
day was a visit to Horderley: passing Lutwyche (too wind-swept and. 
dry), we pushed straight on to Horderley Station. Hore we settled 
down to work, and spent the whole of our time searching a few hundred 
yards of woodland. 
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Almost at once I secured some white subterranean tubers, about 
the size of a wren’s egg, with fawn-coloured interior, These proved 
to be a species of Hymenogaster, but as spores and description did not 
cotrespond with any species in our books, we are unable to make any 
definite record, Mr. Carleton Rea thinks they may be H. lycoperdineus. 
If shut up in a tin box overnight, these little tubers gave off a most 
offensive odour of rotten crabs, when the box was opened next morning, 


In the same wood I gathered a small yellow Clavaria, quite new 
to me, I handed this to Mr. A..D, Cotton, who has made a special 
study of our Clavaria, and he said at once that he did not know it: 
as I have had no name from him for it, I fear it must also be reckoned 
with those which perished before they could be determined. : 


Dr, Paul came back from Caughley Woods with some beautiful 
little Lepiota, foremost amongst which was L. echinella. This we were 
able to identify to our mutual satisfaction, and sent it on to Mr. Rea, 
who was delighted to see it. This is a new record for Shropshire and, 
as far as we know, first British record. 


Whilst hunting in vain for Agarics around a brook near Tick- 
wood, a group of three, under a hazel, caught my attention, and proved 
to be quite unknown to Dr* Paul and myself. They were Tricholomata 
of a very firm consistency, with a shiny skin to pileus, like that of 
Paxillus involutus, a permanently incurved margin to pileus, very 
clean creamy white gills and white spores. No one has been able to 
give us a name that we could accept without hesitation, so, unfortun- 
ately, all these good things must still remain unrecorded, in the hope 
that they will turn up again another season, With such perishable 
material the naming of new speciés is not to be indulged in rashly.

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ZOOLOGY. 


The year 1921 was chiefly remarkable for the somewhat erratic 
behaviour of our summer and winter migrants. Both species of White- 
throat, as well as the Chiffchaff, Willow Wren, Swallow, and Cuckoo, 
arrived unusually early; whilst the Swift was here in full numbers 
by May 6th, and many were seen in various places before the end of 
April. Even more remarkable was the behaviour of our winter visitors, 
particularly the Fieldfare: scarcely any were seen till quite the end 
of October, and the species was very scarce throughout the winter in 
most parts of the district. On 26th October a flock of twenty-five 
Bewick’s Swan appeared at Ellesmere and remained till next morning : 
although this species has visited Ellesmere before, it has never been 
recorded so early in the season; other occurrences have been usually 
in January, A month later there was a considerable influx of Wax- 
wings and Little Auks into this country: the birds were noted chiefly 
on the N:E. coast, but one Little Auk, and several Waxwings pene- 
trated inland as far as Shropshire. The occurrence of these three 
species generally prognosticates hard weather, but in this instance 
the prophecy was not fulfilled, for, although the country experienced 
some blizzards during January, 1922, the winter on the whole was 
mild. The Nightingale nested in some numbers around Shrewsbury, 
and two pairs of Pied Mlycatchers bred in nesting-boxes at Church 
Stretton—the third year in succession that this pretty bird has nested 

‘there. A brood of Nuthatches was reared at Llangoed, the first actual 
record of this species nesting in Anglesey. A Marsh Harrier was seen 
at Middletown and Hobby at Atcham and Craven Arms. The Little 
Owl has still further increased and is now common in most parts of 
the district. The Tree Sparrow was noted as numerous in flocks on 
the fields near Bridgnorth in autumn, Two Magpies, with very ab- 
normal plumage, were obtained at Longnor and Wenlock in spring. 
Amongst Mammals a male Pine Marten trapped at Wenlock is a note- 
worthy record; the animal is being placed in Shrewsbury Museum, 
The most noteworthy record from North Wales was a Richard’s Pipit 
seen at Llandudno tn December,

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ENTOMOLOGY. 


There are more records than recently, some from fresh sources, 
which we welcome. Owing to the remarkably fine weather that we 
had last season, one rather anticipated a greater abundance of Butter- 
flies than was experienced, in fact, one almost might say they were 
scarce, at all events in this neighbourhood. . 


P.. Megara (Wall), V. Atalanta (The Red Admiral), 4. Euphro- 
syne (Pearl Bordered Fritillary), were plentiful and several species 
were reported, e.g., G, Rhamni (Brimstone), which is rather unusual in 
this district, was noted in two localities, as also T. Rubi (The Green 
Hairstreak), ZL. Argtolus (Holly Blue) was fairly common, but V, Urtice 
(The Small Tortoiseshell) was very scarce. 


There wasa remarkable numberof L. Phl@as (The Small Copper) 
in the Sharpstones district on October 12th. The Common Blue 
(L. Icarus), a newly emerged specimen, was noted by Mr. Potts on 
October 5th, a much later date than. usual. 


Mr. Bayley reports that Mania’ Mawa (Old Lady) simply 
swarmed at Marshbrook throughout August, varying in colour from 
sienna through browns to good purple. 


Taken as a whole the season was exceptional; many varieties 
occurring much earlier than usual and several of a ‘lighter colour than, 
their types, e.g., Fluctuata, Devivata and Libatrix reported by Mr. 
Melvill,

MONTHLY NOTES. 


JANUARY— - 

An exceedingly mild month. Birds were singing on 
the 4th. Snowdrops were up on the 11th. A good deal of 
wind from S.W. (29) frost registered on 3 mornings only. 
Snow fell on 17th, 18th and a few flakes on 28rd. The 18th 
was a stormy day. 


FEBRUARY-— 

’ Remarkable for its dryness: also the high mean tempera- 
ture, (2) 39-89°. Average of maxima 45-9; of minima 34-5. 
(29) Rain only on 3 days.. 


MARCH— 

Mild and showery. Half an inch of rain fell on 14th— 
it was most welcome. There was snow on our hills on the 
18th and 29th. Wind chiefly southerly. 


APRIL— 

A mild month; not much rain. Swallows were seen 
on 3rd. Wintry weather set in about 12th and the nights. 
being very cold much damage was done, (23) cutting down 
early potatoes. At the end of the month colds were very 
prevalent. Thunderstorm with snow on 9th and 17th. Hail 
on 3 days. (380) Tremendous hailstorm with snow on 14th. 


MAY— : 

Fine sunny and dry., The month commenced with 
mild weather but about the 5th frost did much damage. 
The later frost, which happened between the 16th and 
28th, ruined garden and other produce ; fruit blossoms were 
badly cut. 
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JUNE— 


Very hot, dry month. A ‘drought extended from the 
Sth to 19th. Scarcely half an inch of rain fell for the month. 
Throughout the month winds came from a northerly or 
north-westerly quarter. 


JULY— 2 ; 

Fine and warm, Much-needed rain fell from 15th to 

' 25th. The hot spell was widespread, extending over France, 
Germany, Norway and Denmark, where many forest fires 
occurred. (22) Drought of 16 days from June 28th—July 
13th, 


AUGUST-— 


Quite an unsettled month. Heaviest rain on 2nd, 5th 
and 28th. This district was specially favoured with rain. 
A heavy thunderstorm on 2nd. One clap of thunder on lith, 
(23) There was a ground frost on the 3lst. 


SEPTEMBER— 


A rainless, warm month. Ground frost occurred on 
the 24th. (22) Sept. 165th to Oct. Ist, drought of 17 days. 


OCTOBER— : 


Warm and rather dry month. Heayy rain on the 3rd. 
On 28rd and 24th night ground frosts did widespread damage 
to garden vegetables—the centre of coleworts quite frozen 
out.
